Prior to DecemberI3, 1956^ this office followed 
the States Rights Council of Georgia through the various 
local newspapers and public sources. 

UACB, it is anticipated that one, or possibly 
two, Klan Informants will join the States Rights Council 
:of Georgia in order that they may be placed on the mailing 
list for literature which may be of value to the Bureau.

Issue their statement to support Bodenhamer*s 
gubernatorial candidacy.

"However, they rapped Pittman for not hringlng 
his tttisglyings* about Bodenhamerts activities 
as the council's executive director to the 
attention of the executive committee during 
the two years that Pittman was ^president.

"Pittman resigned as pi*esldent of tiie council 
last fall, Bodehhamer resigned as executive 
director in May in order to run for governor.- 

"In their Joint statement. Grant and Halns said 
that Bodenharaer merely carried out policy laid 
down by 'the political leaders v*io now Tiad 
contrx)! of the council-' 

"'ahat policy held and it still holds that all 
that Is necessary to preserve our constitutional 
rights is to line up the principal politicians 
of the state,' they declared. 'There has never 
been a real plan .or sincere desire to enlijst the 
rank and file of citizens who are not politicians,' 

"They said that 'state Demoeratix; machine politics 
was and is the controlling force, backstage, :of 
the States Rights .Council.' 

''-BIG DINNERS 

"'The several big plate dinners in Atlanta, at 
which the money has been raised for the ^mainten^ince 
of the council organization, also was monopolized 
by the political leaders — splendid place for 
political f(8nce-bulldlng and bftild-ups,' the 
statement declared. 
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"They said the council's atate headquarters had 
shovra little interest and had given little help 
to local council chapters «ln their efforts to 
bold the line against the race mixers,* 


"'These idlings as outlined above, in our judgment, 
constitute the real reason for the 'failure* 
of the States Bights Council of Georgia, » the 
statement said. *33:>e policy has been wrong. 
Certainly tl^e political leaders have an important
